IV. ) the same wavelength, different focal point locations and different polarization 
conditions (Page 7, lines 19-23 of the Specification); 

V. ) the same wavelength, the same focal point location and different polarization 
conditions (Page 7, lines 19-23 of the Specification); 

VI. ) different wavelengths, different focal point locations and the same polarization 
condition (Page 7, lines 24-26 of the Specification); and 

VII. ) different wavelengths, different focal point locations and different polarization 
conditions (Page 7, lines 19-23 of the Specification). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
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the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election.

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical feature because the data beam and tilt beam of each species has a different combination 
of the same or different wavelengths, the same or different focal point locations, and the same or 
different polarization conditions (see Page 7, lines 1 1-26 of the Specification). 

4. A telephone call was made to Michael E. Belk on November 26, 2007 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
